WHEAT ACREAGE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(*)_ 


The AAA may follow up its latest 
wheat move by relaxing the gov- 
ernment's control 
over 
cotton 
corn an/1 hogs. 


It announced last nigl.t that 


wheat .production would be cut 
only 10 per cent In 1935 in con- 
trast to the 15 per cent 
slash 
called for this year. 


Wheat was regarded as the bell- 


wether. Indicating their normal 
wheat area of 65,800,000 
acres 


down to only 62,000,000. 
Under 


average conditions this is expect- 
ed to produce a crop of 775,000,- 
000 bushels. 


As for cotton, the goal probab- 


ly will be set at between 82,500,- 
000 and 35,000,000 acres, compared 
to this year's 25,000,000 and the 
normal 40,000,000, officials said. 
Figures for corn and hogs can 


not be arrived at until this year's 
corn crop is harvested and pig 
production is known. Because of 
the 
expected short corn crop, 


stimulation of production Is re- 
garded as probable to furnish suf- 
ficient feed in the fall and win- 
ter of 1935. 


Control of hogs may be -aban- 


doned entirely, according to Ches- 
ter C. Davis, farm administrator. 
Supervision would rest solely on 
adjustment of corn. Most of the 
corn Is fed to hogs. 


The AAA emphasizes that the 


process of stimulating production 
next year is part of a plan in 
mind since the farm administra- 
tion 
came 
Into 
being. 
Davis 


said the program Is passing out 
of the emergency stage of elim- 
inating surpluses and 
entering 


the permanent phase where "ad- 
justment" may mea'h either cur- 
tailment or expansion. 


But officials were not blind to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.-«1- 
Presldent Roosevelt's faint praise 
of the American Liberty League— 
with Biblical reservations — may 
hasten an answer to the question- 


"Are the New Deal and the 
league in for knock-down, drag- 
out scrap? 


The president left no doubt how 


he views the new non-partisan 
organization, In Implying late yes- 
terday that property is Us god 
against the emphasis he places up- 
on human rights. 


President Jouett Shouse of the 
league, now on Cape Cod, has in- 
sisted repeatedly that it alms not 
to hamstring the administration 
but to help .That be soon will am- 
plify this position, in the light of 
shortcomings the .White House at- 
tributed to the league, is expect- 
ed. 


The Roosevelt position Is that 


the league is a fine thing, so far 
as it goes; but it falls some nine- 
tenths short. 


In the dusk of the historic blue 
room, the president painstakingly 
—and not without flashes of omil- 
ing irony—developed 
his 
thesis 


that the league's announced pur- 
pose cover only a part of the ten 
commandments.

An organization should go the 
whole hog, he said, not just pick 
out "lo»-e thy God" and "love thy 
neighbor." 


With that, he gayly remarked 
that a humorous friend had de- 
fined the league commandments 
as "love thy God (property being 
God in this case)" and "ignore 
thy neighbor." 


As examples of important gov- 


ernmental 
"commandments' that 
he believed the leaguers had ig- 
nored, he cited: 


Tbe duty of providing jots for 


those willing to work and of 
protecting tne community from 
those who would e-ploit it to their 
financial advantage. 


The president said he had not 
been invited to sign up with the 
league.

Wagner-Lewis unemployment in- 
surance bill Introduced In the last 
congress. 
It would have levied 
a five per cent tax on payrolls 
to be turned into an Insurance 
fund. 


Hopkins said he brought back 


from Europe four or five defi- 
nite ideas to lay before President 
Roosevelt. 


The 
administrator 
indicated 
that work relief projects would 
be hestened with the approach 
of cold weather and that the Civil 
Works program, which gave tem- 
porary jobs last winter to 4,000,- 
000 people, would <not be used 
again. 
He said he did not believe any 


forms of unemployment Insurance 
used In European countries would 
be workable In the United States, 
adding that it 
was 
doubtful 


whether an unemployment Insur- 
ance set-up could be evolved that 
would not go bankrupt In a de- 
pression of such magnitude as the 
present disturbance. 
In such an emergency, he said, 


it would be necessary to go out- 
side the insurance fund for pay- 
ments, such as has been done in 
.Europe. 
The administrator said he saw 


no one in Europe who was op- 
posed to the principle of unem- 
ployment Insurance 
except 
in 


Italy, where Mussolini wiped it 
out with a stroke of his pen.

27.- (,¥)— The Saar territory, 
soon to participate in a moment- 
ous plebiscite, had the word of 
Ohaiirellor Hitler today that 'the 
whole German nation is behind 
you.'
